Paris Is Subject of Talk by Dr. Jerome 
Hall Raymond Monday Evening at 
High School—B^es TJnlflcaltion After 
the War—Speaker Telia of the Fac­ 
tions and Parties Found in France. 


Eastern Stars Unite 


Visit of Grand Matron is Time When 
Puente and Covina 
Join 
H a n d s - 
Work Is Praised toy the Official- 
Banquet Follows Work of Conferring 
Degrees on Candidates.

"Pari?, tbe Expiring Effort of Re­ 
action Against the New "Radicalism," 
was the intensely interesting 
Hubject 
of a lecture delivered by Jerome Hall 
Raymond to a large- audience in the 
high school auditorium Monday night. 


The lecture was the fourth of an il­ 
lustrated six-lecture series on the gen­ 
eral subject, "European Capitals and 
Their Social Significance," which arc 
being delivered each,week at the high 
school auditorium by Dr Raymond. 


The subject, dealing with the capital 
one of the most 
interesting of the 
belligerent nations, proved of especial 
value, and the superb lantern slides of 
this most beautiful city added greatly 
to the able remarks of the speaker, who 
is intimately acquainted with all the 
countries on which he lectures. 


The speaker told of how Paris is 
" t h e epitome of French history," con­ 
taining 
magnificent 
monuments, 
such 
as those to Charlemagne, Abelard and 
Heloise, Joan of Are, Henry the Fourth, 
Louis the Fourteenth, and the revolu­ 
tionary 
and 
Napoleonic 
memorials 
which tell the story of the great re­ 
public. 


" T h e 
Evolution 
of Democracy in 
modern France," was a subject given 
especial attention by Dr. Raymond. 


" T h e impulse toward the future is 
the new radicalism, which is the em­ 
bodiment of the will of the majority 
of the people in that it removes the 
educational system . from the hands of 
the religious orders and separates the 
church from the state. In social leg­ 
islation i t provides for old age pen­ 
sions and in municipal affairs it works 
toward the modernization of P a r i s . " 


He also spoke of the advancement 
in education and art which was di­ 
rectly connected with this movement 
which also effected the installation of 
the many public parks and gardens, 
business life in connection 
with the 
profit-sharing in the Bon Marche. 


The 
reactionary 
movement 
which 
, Dr. Raymond termed, "the call of the 
past, 
1" was also 
given 
considerable 
thought. He spoke of the four ele« 
j w m t s amonj^.jhei, /eftetiygri^'^ 
t f a 


of- Bonaparte/ the royalists v/iffiF-ait 
adherents of the Bourbons, the cleri­ 
cals, ithe anti-semites, and the mili­ 
tarists, whose effort it is, as a minori­ 
ty, to destroy the republic. 


The uprisings of these factions has 
caused the republic a groat dea' of 
trouble, but, according to Dr. Ray­ 
mond, the present war will tend to­ 
ward the unification of theBO factions 
sinco it is creating in the hearts of the 
people a greater regard and love for 
tho republic, and if the allies are suc­ 
cessful it will bocomo a safe, Bound 
and strong republic. 


Next Tuesday (not Monday) 
even­ 
ing, Dr. Raymond will have his beauti­ 
ful German slides and glvo the deferred 
lecture on Germany, the title 
being 
"Berlin; the Death-Grapple of Mili­ 
tarism and Social Domocracy." 
Since 
tho lecturer must go oast to fill an en­ 
gagement, the closing lecture of the 
Herios will bo given Wednesday even­ 
ing 
on "London; 
tho Anglo-Saxon 
Struggle for Twentieth Century Pro­ 
gress." This will take the place of the 
lecture omitted during t h e storm.

money put in the savings banks will not only draw interest; it will 
come back in the form of general prosperity, better wages, bigger 
salaries, more profits. 


, The American people, it seems, really need to have thrift preach­ 
ed to them. 
With the highest wages in the world, we have the low­ 
est savings average. 
France, with the lowest wage scale in the 
world, has the highest percentage of savings. 
In Switzerland 55 per 
cent of the people have savings accounts; in the United States, less 
than 10 pr cent. 


"One Million New Savers in 1916" is the slogan of the Bankers' 
association. 
And the propaganda is being pushed by many powerful 
organizations that will not be suspected of having any selfish interest 
in the matter. 


Back of the bankers' campaign is an "Advisory Thrift Commis­ 
sion" composed of seventy-five leaders in various departments of 
American life, among them ex-President Taft and Cardinal Gibbons.' 
Tho Young Men's Christian Association has enlisted in the work. 
The National Civic Association is playing a prominent part. 
The 
Postal Savings Bank system is doing all it can to persuade people to 
take the money out of tbe old stocking arid put it in the postal 
banks, where it will do them and their country some good. 
The Na­ 
tional Americanization Committee is persuading immigrants to put 
their money in American institutions instead of sending it back to 
the old country. 


Fifteen thousand banks are engaged in this vast campaign. 
They 
are arranging for "thrift talks" to the public and "thrift pages" 
in newspapers and magazines. 
Books and pamphlets regarding sav­ 
ings accounts and thrift methods are distributed widely. 
Business 
firms everywhere are urged to join in the effort, and many big 
corporations are doing so. Some of them offer to take out a given 
percentage of an employe's wages every pay day and put it in the 
bank for him. 
Some go so far as to pay employes a bonus on all

These differences in the* eastern states run from 60 to 90 gallons! 
of water per capita per day. 


From miscellaneous sources the following figures have been 
obtained of Southern' California cities. 
Doubtless many of them 
are approximations rather than results of carefully made records; 
still, they offer a criterion of what other communities are using 
and consequently serve a useful purpose

It is interesting to compare these figures with those taken 
from the meter records of the Covina City Water Company for 
the month of August, 1915, (sec Exhibit "H"), which was the 
month of maximum use for this year.

To provide for such future growth and expansion of the City 
as may reasonably be expected will require, in my judgment, that 
a water supply of not less than 100 miners' inches be made avail­

SOURCES OF WATER SUPPLY: 
Gravity water-is now be­ 
ing supplied by the Covina City Water Comp'any, and the source 
is the San Gabriel Canon. 
These canon waters are lareely used 
for irrigation purposes and my investigation leads'me to the con­ 
clusion that the City would find it difficult and expensive to ac­ 
quire'sufficient water rights tp meet its growing needs very far 
into the future. 


Another question of more vital importance than that of cost 
isipurity. 
Questions of cost, or.relative cost, should riot be allowed 
to take first place, or to overshadow the vital one of purity. 
Pure 
water, in the terms of the chemist, is not to be found for domestic 
water supplies. 
There is, however, a vast difference in the charac­ 
ter of the water supplied to different cities, and it is the duty and 
obligation of each and every perspn charged with the task of 
furnishing a domestic water supply to see that that community is 
provided with the very best available. 


The waters of the San Gabriel Canon run through many miles 
of open channels which are traversed and crossed by an ever- 
increasing host of campers each year. 
Many of these campers are 
diseased and thereby offer a standing menace "to the health of a 
community using these waters. A properly designed filter' would 
be an insurance against an epidemic, but the expense attached 
would be excessive. 


The following figures fairly represent the cost of water to the 
City should "gravity water" be acquired through the-purchase of 
stock in the Covina Irrigating Company. The Company makes a 
"seryice" charge of $5 for 100 clay inches, with an annual assess­ 
ment of $4 per share, and delivers 25 inches of water for 1}4 hours 
per share of stock in the Company; and I assume that the stock 
could be purchased at $75 per share:

Within, the area west of Azusa Avenue and 
north of the San Bernardino Road the City will be able-to secure a 
desirable water supply ample for present and future needs. My 
study of the geology in this zone leads to the Conclusion that at a 
depth of from 80 to 100 feet the detritat material from the San 
Dimas Canon will have been passed a,nd that at greater depths 
wells will be in the gravels from the San Gabriel Canon^ The 
significance of this is that a well cut only in these lower gravels' 
will not draw surface or San Dimas waters, which waters it is 
desirable to exclude.

I have made an examination and inventory of the Covina 
City Water Company plant and present in detail tfie focation of 
pipe lines and reservoir, together with the tabulation of the repro­ 
duction and the present values. . The valuation covers all the prop­ 
erty of the Company excepting its holdings of water-stocks, its 
office and its shop equipment. 
This Company serves a much 
larger area outside the City than within, but receives 77 per cent 
of its receipts from city consumers.

RESERVOIRS: The system includes two reservoirs with a 
combined capacity of. about four million gallons. .Reservoir No. 1 
is about forty feet higher than No. .2, 
consequently the pipe system 
is broken into two levels with provision for intercommunication, .in 
case of accident or repairs. 
This is an unfortunate condition and 
largely destroys the utility of reservoir'No. 2, in so far as the 
interests of the City of Covina are concerned.

Both reservoirs are covered and in .a good state of preservation. 
PIPE SYSTEM: 
Exhibit " L " shows the^size arid Ideation of 
the-pipe lines outside of the City and Exhibit "M" fvTrnishtes like 
facts for the City area.

My examination of the pipe lines in place demonstrated that 
the sods were very favorable for the preservation of the pipe. I 
examined some of the oldest pipe in the system and in no case 
could I find evidence of material corrosion. 


The physical depreciation of these pipe lines is small while the 
functional depreciation is Targe. The same conclusions apply to 
the fire hydrants. 


For convenience, I have separated the valuation of this sys­ 
tem into two parts; the first including reservoir No. 1, the pipe 
lines leading to the City and the pipe ,lines within the City; the 
second comprising reservoir No. 2 and all remaining pipe lines.

uated that she can draw upon the underground waters of the San 
Gabriel Valley and do so at an expense well within, commercial 
limits. 


I have given much time and study in the consideration of a 
water supply from this underground source and present a digest, of 
the controlling facts in Exhibits "K" and "L." These Exhibits 
give the location, size, depth and output of numerous existing 
wells, and suggests the zone within which wells are not commer-

PROPOSED CITY WATER, WORKS 


The following system .has been designed'-to supply the con­ 
sumers with water at all .times "upon an "even basis and likewise 
furnish ample and effective fire service to all parts ot the City. 


It is proposed to pump the water from the zone heretofore 
described through a 12." riveted steel pipe line, to a reservoir located 
near the supply mains of the Covina Irrigating Company. 
This 
arrangement win* ensure, at all times, a supply of water. In case 
of accident to the pumping plant the reservoir supply can be re­ 
plenished from the irrigation Tines, until repairs are completed; 
and the pumps will be designed to supply the system should the 
reservoir be out of commission for any cause. These conditions 
will meet the requirements of the fire underwriters and result in 
reduced insurance rates. 


Your soil conditions" are such that you are hot justified in 
going to the additional'expense of laying cast iron pipes. I have 
so designed the system that in the future you can meet all needs 
of growth and expansion by supplementing the ma(n pipe lines in 
what is now marginal territory.

Exhibits "I" and "M" show locations, size and kind of pipe. 
Ten double-nozzle fire hydrants will be placed in the congested 
parts of the City and 60 single-nozzle hydrants so placed that all 
property will be protected. 
These hydrants ,will/Be 4 inch, con­ 
nected to pipe lines of not less than 4 inches in diarneter. 
, 


The design contemplates, one 19-inch well 500 feet deep with 
a capacity of 100" or mo.re,. 
Both the deep-well ai\d the duplicate 
set of booster pumps will/be of the cylinder type and have an 
efficiency in excess of 80 per cent. The Diesel Engine wijj supply 
power at a very low cost and later will lentl itself to the produc­ 
tion of electricity for City use. . 


An eflfort has been nYade to interfere as little as possible with 
improved street surfaces, but the, fa'ct that only one street leads out 
of the City to the north makes it necessary to use improved streets 
to some extent.
